‘tue memorial from the Governor of 
Shantung, in the Peking Gazette of the 
24th November, gives a faint idea of 
the terrible scarcity which is prevailing 
in that province. Our Chefoo corre.

to time during tho summer, to the 
failure of the crops through the pro- 
vailing drought, and to the inevitable 
distress that would follow as the win 
ter approached. Letters from the 
interior of the province have sinco 
painted in harrowing colours the 
Ksufferings of the famine-stricen

inhabitants; and now the case is being 
pressed upon our notice in a practical 
form by the arrival of thousands of 
the destitute poor into our own neigh- 
bourhood. Driven by imminent star- 
vation, they are said to be crossing the 
Yangtszo daily in a continuous stream, 
and flocking to all the great cities in 
this province, begging for the food 
which has failed them at home. At 
Soochow, many thousands are being 
provided with shelter and rice gruel 
sufficient to keep body and soul 
from parting; and every great city 
has its share of immigrants. At 
Shanghai they are arriving by hundreds, 
and tho same slender accommodation 
is, provided for them which the efforts 
of the officials and the charity of 
iidividuals have extended elsewhere. 
Men, women, and children, babies even 
a few days old, are swarming over the 
country, begging their way from place 
to place, and pursuing their journey 
southward, impelled onward as it were 
by tho constant pressure of new arrivals. 
Hitherto they have shown themselves 
peaceably disposed, as it is the nature 
of Obinamen to be unless driven wild 
by the cravings of hunger; and if 
sufficient food to keep life in them is 
furnished, we have no fear of trouble 
ensuing. What danger there is lies 
rathor in the insufficient organisation 
of the Government than in any lack 
of goodwill on the part of the officials 
or the people. The latter are charit- 
ably disposed within moderate limits, 
and are sufficiently well-to-do in this 
province to contribute their mite with- 
out inconvenience; while the ricber 
merchants can afford to give great 
sums without feeling the drain. ‘The 
officials bave the double motive of vit 
dicating their character and of mai 
taining the peace of their districts. 
Famine has been a fruitfal source of 
rebellion in Chiua, and there is nothing 
the Government or its subordinates 
dread so much as popular disturbance. 
They will make every effort to allay 
tho sufferings of the new comers for the 
sake of public order as well as of char- 
ity, And we give the mall credit for 
having the will to do the best they 
now how to do. There is no such 
organization in China as enables the 
burden of relief to be distributed over 
the whole country, as is done in the 
case of scarcity in India, Each pro- 
‘vince, each district, each town has to 
Igpk after itself, and contribute to the 
support of those who throw themselves 
upon it for help. ‘The people of Kiang- 
peb appear to have selected Kiangsu 








as the principal object of their migra- 
tion, and the cities and towns of 
Kiangsu will have to bear the burden of 
their support. If they press inwards 
into Chekeang, the districts of Che- 
keang which they invade will be called 
on to contribute to their relief. There 
is nosuch organisation as enabled the 
Tndian Government to lay the whole 
Empire under contribution for the sup- 
port of famine-stricken Orissa, Neither 
is the wise priuciple of affording relict 
in the shape of payment for work, 
here recognised. But what the officials 
know how to do, we believe they 
are very willing to do; and the people 
ate well disposed to contribute within 
bounds to the relief of their suffering 
countrymen.

THE HANGCHOW “CAUSE CELEBRE.” 


Our readers will probably not have 
forgotten a cause célébre which was 
ordered up from the Chekeang pro- 
vince, to be retried before the Board of 
Punishments at Peking, inthe beginning 
of the year. The appellant was a 
literary graduate named Yang Nai-wa, 
who had been tried and convicted of 
conspiring with a woman named Koh 
to poison her husband. It was alleged 
that he had an intrigue with this 
Jady, and that he bought arsenic and 
gave it to her, promising to marry her 
when her husband was removed. A 
druggist gave evidence that arsenic 
had been bought by the accused, and 
the latter was condemned to death. 
Tho sentence, however, seems to have 
been so notoriously unjust that the 
gentry and literati of the neighbourhood 
took ‘the matter warmly up. Appeal 


~ after appeal was sent to Peking, and 


the case was three times referred back 
for re-hearing, but the decision of the 
local authorities was each time upheld, 
Still, backed by a Censor named Pien 
Pao-tsuan, the appellants would not 
givo up, and at last compelled the in- 
terference of the Peking Government, 
who ordered the whole case to be 
retried before the Board of Punish- 
ments, at the capital. The accused 
and all the witnesses were ordered to 
be sent to Peking; and a circumstance 
occurred at the outset which went far 
to confirm the charge of unfair dealing 
brought against the officials. The 
principal witness against Yang Nai-wa 
had beon the draggist who affirmed he 
had bought the arsenic, But directly 
after leaving the Court, this man con- 
fessed that he had given false evidence, 
‘When the order came for the witnesses 
to be sent to Peking, this man was of 
course arrested with the others, but died 
suddenly after partaking of a meal 
with the ranners, on his way to the 
Yaméu! The remainder of those con- 
cerned appear to have reached the 
capital, where the accused was found 
to have been cruelly tortured, although 
tho officials had strenuously denied in 
their memorials that any such means 
had been used, Eventually, even the 
corpse of the murdered man was 
ordered to be taken to Peking; and a 
long letter in the Shunpao now affirms 
that the Board have satisfied themselves 
that the whole charge was unfounded, 
although their decision has not yet been 
proclaimed. There is nothing unlikely 
in the facts leaking out, and we may 
continue the narrative from the Shun 
pao's statements. 

It is affirmed that the Board of 
Punishments find the murdered man 
died of opium poisoning, and that 
therg was no arsenic used in bis case ; 
tat neither Yang Nai-wa nor the 
woman were concerned in iris death, 
and that both should be acquitted. 
‘What did happen is now said to have 

















been this. The son of the local 
Magistrate is declared to have cast 
loving eyes on Mrs. Kob, who was a 
woman of considerable attractions, and 
desired to make her his concubine; but 
the husband strenuously refused, and 
sought protection from Yang Nai-wa, 
whose tenants the couple were. Yang 
seems to have helped them to hinder 
the designs of their persecutor, and 
thereby to have incurred the enmity 
of the latter, who enlisted his father’s 
influence on bis side. Bye-and-bye 
the husband dies, and the charge of 
murder is tramped up; the inference 
presumably being that the death was 
compassed by the Magistrate’s 

out of revenge, Yang was 
the draggist was suborned to give 
evidence against him, and he was 
convicted with unseeming haste by 
both the Magistrate and the Prefect. 
If it be true that these facts have 
been elicited at the re-hearing before the 
Board, it remains to be seen what punish. 
ment will be visited upon the officials 
who falsely condemned Yang Nai-wa, 
and falsely upheld the sentence, It will 
be remembered that, about the time of 
this appeal, memorials from several Con- 
sors had been published in the Gazette, 
affirming that no Pro judgment 
is ever now disturbed upon appeal. 
And the result of this determined stand 
against the system of mutual support 
by which official iniquities in China are 
stained, was looked for by the people 
with great interest. They are gratified 
by the report that the unjust decision 
of the Yii-hang Magistrate and his 
superiors will be reversed; but they 
look now for the condign punishment 
of the offenders. It was predicted at 
the time, that such a reversal must be 
followed by the degradation of every 
official implicated, even up to the 
Governor of the province; and such a 
sentence might act as a check on the 
unscrupulous administration of injustice 
by magistrates who seem practically 
almost irresponsible for their acts. It 
remains to be seen whether the Go- 
vernment have the will or the energy 
to deal such a blow. 

















GOVERNMENT MONOPOLIES. 
We have of late been treated to homilies 
on the paternal goodness of the Chinese 
Government, how it has repaired 
bridges and put roads in order, and 
how it is endeavouring to provide food 
for the starving people. We will 
give the officials credit for doing 
the best they know how to do, 
to relieve the present distress. But 
when we are asked to accept the 
repair of bridges fifteen years after 
their destruction, as a proof of their 
“love for the people,” we cannot but 
remark that they have been exceed. 
ingly slow in manifesting their 
affection. It is not however of thesins 
of omission of the Chinese G overnment, 
that we would now speak- Its sins 
of commission are an equally heavy 
weight around its neck. That it does 





very little of what it ought to do 
is @ sufficiently grave charge; but 
to form some idea of its administration 
we must go further, and say that it 
does a great deal which it ought not 
to do. ‘Thns, while it neglects the 
commonest duties of a government in 
keeping open the public ways of the 
Ewpire, it equally transgresses all 
economic rules by seeking to concen 
trate in its own hands all enterprise of 
whatever nature. We have before 
alluded to the strange fact that the 
Chinese flag does not cover one privately 
owned steamer or improved sailing 
vessel. Yet the reason is not the want 
of enterprise on the part of the Chinese 
themselves, who in other parts of the 
world are well known as ship-owners, 
The so-called “Chinese Merchants’ ” 
Company has now, except in the name, 
thrown off all protence to be a private 
concern. Its appointments are con- 
fessedly official, and now form a regular 
step in the round of official promotion, 
We have had occasion, before, to allude 
to the policy of the mandarins in the 
matter of coal mines, and how effeo- 
tnally private Chineso enterprise has 
been forced ont of the field by the 
action of the officials at Nanking. We 
only hear now of possible coal mines 
under the management of Li Hung- 
chang or his appointees. We know 
pretty well how official opposition has 
driven the improved filature of silk 
out of the Empire, and how what at 
one time bid fair to be a rising industry 
has been effectnally strangled, After 
this it need not surprise people to hear 
that the manufacture of cotton good: 
in much the same position, Private: 
Chinese, we believe, were ready to 

undertake the risk of introducing 

machinery for the making of piece 

















goods. Cotton, they said, is grown on 
the spot. Within our own experience 
we have seen the raw article exported 





to England, aud sent back to China 
manufactured at a price with which our 
hand-made goods could not compete. 
Bat, as every good thing in China has 
to be monopolised by the Government, 
the idea was seized on by the mandarins, 
We believe ground was actually pur. 
chased for the site, yet the scheme resta, 
like most things in Chiua, a res infecta, 
All these things throw light on the 
Woosung Railway affair, though there 
is the essential difference in its case 
that the projectors were foreiguers, 
and open to additional jealousy on 
that account. That a Government, 
which thus quashes private enterprise 
of every sort, should feel aggrieved 
at the possession of a railway by a 
private company was but natural, even 
apart from the question of ownership; 
but the policy is none the less dan- 
gerous which thus aims at monopolising 
works that are best left to the energies 
of private individuals. Can a Govern- 
ment which essays to run steamboats, 
work coal mines, make cotton cloths, 
and, in fine, collect in its own hands all 
the enterprise of the country, possibly 








be on safe ground? Nay, which goes 
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beyond the mere attempt to do these 
things by fair means, bat which uses 
for such purposes the revenues of the 
country granted for different purposes ? 
‘Why should trade be taxed to support 
the“ Chita Mercbants’” Steamer Com- 
pany, in place of leaving traders to ran 
their own steamers, if they found it 
advisable? Why should coal mines be 
worked at public expense, when private 
individuals were ready to come forward 
and take the risk themselves? Why 
shonld silk filature in private hands be 
crushed out by official opposition ? and 
why should officials essay to manufac. 
ture cotton goods when private indi- 
viduals were to be found able and 
willing to do sothemselves? These are 
questions which may fairly be asked. 
One steamer, the bond fide property 
of @ Chinese merchant, trading under 
the dragon flag, would to our minds 
mean more than all this parade of 
pretended advancement, 





‘THE ARCTIC EXPEDITION. 
‘Mr, Crement Markaax, in the Academy, 
claims Captain Nares’ arctic 
edition as a great success, ‘True, 
it failed to reach the pole, but the pole 
being only a geographic abstraction, 
any other point was of equal interest. 
Be that as it may, the expedition has 
made valuable discoveries, and Captain 
Markham may claim to have brought 
his party nearer the pole than ever 
civilized men have penetrated before. 
Mach as bas been done, it is however 
evident that more might have been 
accomplished had the expedition been 
better manned, and in some respects 
better provided. Probably in no pre- 
ceding arctic voyage have the officers 
and crews done so much individual 
work, but the experience of the present 
goes to prove that there is a limit, 
beyond which men in arctic regions 
cannot go. Again, the warming of the 
ships was defective, and known to be 
80 before they set sail, while the relief 
ship which should have been provided 
to communicate with the other two 
during the summer, did not form part 
of the programme. What the ships 
did do is, however, well worthy of note. 
They got to the extreme north of 
Greenland, and apparently of the arctic 
arebipelago lying north of America, 
and discovered a vast icy ocean, on the 
shores of which the Alert wintered in 
Lat. 82° 27’. The Strait, the lower 
portion of which is known as Smith 
Sound, here opened out into the Polar 
Ocean. In the spring, Captain Mark- 
ham and Lieutenant Parr essayed to 
reach as far north as possible, and set 
out with their sledges across the 
stupendous masses of ice which form 
the Polar sea. Never before were 
such difficulties encountered in arctic 
travel, All previous experience was 
at fault as to what a frozen sea really 
meant. To the west Lieut. Aldrich 
pushed along the shores of Grant Land, 
while to the east Lieut. Beaumont 
crossed the Sound and set to to explore 




















the northern fringe of Greenland. East 
and west these hitherto untravelled 
shores were explored for a distance 
of 50° of longitude, or more than 
one-eighth of the circumpolar distance. 
‘The crews were so exhausted, however, 
with their exertions, that Captain Nares, 
having done all that seemed practicable, 
wisely returned to England without 
staying another winter in a position 
which afforded no hope of further ad- 
vance. Most interesting of the dis- 
coveries made were doubtless those 
referring to the geology of the regions 
explored ; and of those again the most 
important was the occurrence of a fossil 
evergreen forest in 82° 44’ N. latitude. 
At various localities, from Greenland to 
Melville island, traces of forests of 
Tertiary age have been found in the 
Aretie regions, and have excited re- 
cently the attention of scientific men. 
The prevalent opinion has been that, at 
some geologic period, a mild climate 
prevailed upto the north pole. Grant- 
ing this, it seemed just possible that 
plants of temperate climates could ac- 
custom themselves to three or four 
months of darkness. The new dis- 
covery adds to the difficulties we 
sketched out the other day. We can- 
not conceive trees preserving their 
Teaves during a night of 150 days 
duration. However mild the climate 
may have been (and we find an equal 
difficulty in imagining mild climat 
when the surface of the soil was ex- 
posed to celestial radi 
months, without rect 
heat from the sun), the absence of 
light would bave rendered growth im. 
possible, and we should have hada 
marked deciduous in place of an ever- 
green vegetation, The astronomers, 
we take it, are 
to the immobility of the axis of revo- 
Intion, One good thing performed by 
the expedition was to set at rest the 
fanciful theories dreamt of by non- 
practical men, of an open Polar sea, 
Still it is not impossible that we may 
one day reach the pole. To do 80, it 
would however be necessary to have 
a permanent arctic station with crews 
and vessels ready to atart on a moment’s 
notice. On some occasion, such as 
that which occurred to the Polaris, a 
vessel drops in on an unexpected lane 
of water, or mayhap an unusually 
mild summer. 
her success, and two years after an ex- 
pedition is fitted ont to look for a 
clear passage in the same direction. 
The result, as might be calculated, is 
generally disappointing. The expedi- 
tion, as in Captain Nares’ case, lights 
on an unusually unfavourable season, 
and comes back with half its work 
unaccomplished.

We have received a copy of the Transla- 
‘tion of the Peting Gazette for 1875, rey ted | 
from the North-China Herald, and published 
at the office of that paper, Shanghai. This 
work, which has now been published for 
several years, ia always useful for reference, 
being an excellent compendium of Chinese 
official proceedings, but the present volume is 
especially valuable, because it contains so 
much matter of unusual interest, ‘Tho whole 
series of edicts in conuection with the death 
of the Emperor Tung-chi and his Imperial 
Consort, together with the appointment of 
the Empreases Dowager as Regents during 
the minority of the present Emperor appear- 

ed during the year, and will well repay a 
second perusal, as throwing light on the 
‘manners of the Chinese Court. During the

acquainted than they are. Itstrikes us, how- 
ever, that, as this very interesting little essay 
appears to have been written some time dur- 
ing the reign of Tung-chih—about a year and 
as half ago, in fact—some modifications might 























[have been introduced with advantage. For 
instance, it reads rather comically that ‘ w 
to the present time” (the title-page is date 
1876) ‘no issue has been vouchsafed to the 
“you ign.” Ab first sight itappears 
as though the editor were lamenting the fact 
that the present baby-Emperor had no chil 
dren, and it is not until we arrive at the 
foot-uote two pages further on that we are 
informed, though we have heen led previously 
to suspect, that the article is of somewhat 
ancient date.

The 
volume is very tastefully bound, like its pre+ 


decessor, in Imperial yellow, and does much

readers of the North-China 
Daily News probably pass over the translations 
of the Peking Gazette, as likely to be dry and not 
to repay the trouble of perusal. And many 
of the edicts and memorials which compose 
each number have doubtless little interest 
except for students of Chinese polity. Some, 
however, are really of political importance, 
and more have a quaint interest as illustrating 
the working of the Chinese system and the 
tone of thought of the people. Scarcely a 
day's Gazette fails to indicate some curious 
‘custom, and very often the memorials contain 
as much incident as a sensation of novel. 

‘A curious light would be thrown on the 
history of China, and even of eastern Asia, 
for the last thousand years, if it were possible 
to collect and sketch the principal edicts 
which have found place in the ‘Court 
Announcements,” as the Chinese call the little 
brochure, during that period. It is, we believe, 
not known to what Emperor, or even to what 
dynasty, belongs the credit of inaugurating the 
publication, in this form, of edicts and memo- 
rials likely to have public interest: but it is 
known that the Gazette was published in the 
Tang dynasty, which began to reign in the 
first decade of the seventh century—and it 
may have been in existence centuries earlier, 

‘The volume now before us would come, in 
after years, to hold a marked position in ‘the 
series. For the first time, during the year 
just ended, the Gazetfe has ‘deigned to notice 
officially the presence of foreigners in the 
country. As pointed out in the preface, one 
‘of the conditions exacted by Her Britannic 
Majesty's Minister during the course of the 
negociations which enswed on the murder of 
Mr. Margary in Yitnnan, was that the leading 
features of those negociations should be 
published, and that the real position of for. 
cigners in’ the country should be recognised 
more fittingly than had been hitherto done. 
And the appointment of Li Hang-chang as 
4 Commissioner to investigate the crime ; his 
first report after his arrival at Yitnnan-foo, 
and certain edicts emphasising the treaty 
privileges of foreigners, and placing on a 
Better footing the relations of foreign Ministers 
with the Great Departments of State at Pee 
king, will be found in its pages. ‘The whole 
serious of edicts connected with the death of 
‘the Emperor Tung-che and his Consort, and 
the appointment of the Empresses Dowager as 
regent, appeared during the year, and well 
deserve both perusal and record a5 examples 
‘of Court custom and etiquette, and models of 
the best style of Chinese eloquence. Tn con- 
nexion with this subject, too, a genealogical 
table of the Itmperial family, which was 

ublished last spring in the North-China 

Herald, has been reprinted as an appendix, 
together with an exhaustive commentary 
upon it, explaining the various relationships 
and the rules of adoption and succession 
which are observed by the Imperial clan, 
Altogether, the volume is one of exceptional 
interest, and deserves a place in the library of 
every one who takes an interest in Chinese
